• they were all in favor of conviction, 
and a few were in favor of murder in 
the second degree, bat several said it 
ought to be either in the first degree 
or acquittal,, Upon this proposition 
the jury boag—thelaree majority in- 
sisting upon tliL- verdict being In the 
first degree. 
The Judge's charge, 


which was very explicit, was studied 
by the jury, with nueh an effect that 
a tittle after 2 o'clock Sunday morn- 
ing they were unanimously in favor 
of murder in the first degree, and ex- 
pressed themselves in these words: 


We, the jury in the case wherein 


the State of Nevada is plaintiff and 
J. W. Hover defendant, find defend- 
mt guilty of murder in the first de- 
gree, D« charged in the indictment.
